I’m having a great many inquir- 
ies about the depression and most 
folks want to know, above all 
other things, when it will end. I’m 
hot a prophet, neither am I wise 
or smart, but T believe IT know that 
the depression is not about to come 
to an end. It seems to me that 
we are now in the midst of it. 


Many good things have been done 
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to pay the interest, There is only 
about six billion dollars in cireu 
lation, while it takes about nine 
billion dollars annually to pay the 
interest on our debts. How ean 
we work it out? The holders of 
securities are losing daily through 
foreclosures, the big corporations 
are failing, and things are gradu- 
ally settling down, but we are not 
near the bottom yet. No one be- 
lieves in the repudiation of debts 
but we must live to see debts can- 
celled off by failures and losses. I 
believe in the payment of all debts 
but it sometimes happens that men 
cannot pay. I believe in living up 
to your contracts to pay interest, 
but it might be better to get the 
principal than to get nothing at all. 
If the President would declare 
that an emergency exists and that 
all interest on old debts made be- 
fore 1982 cannot be collected, call 
Congress together for the submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment 
to that end, the depression would 
be over in thirty days. I mean 
that things would be getting bet- 
ter permanently. Unless this is 
done, I see no way out of our pres- 
ent situation and we must wait 
for the matter to remedy itself by 
a continuation of failures until the 
load has been removed from the 
shoulders of our people, Under 
our present load, each family must 
pay an average of $1,000.00 per 
year for interest and taxes, or each 
person an average of $200.00 an- 
nually, as his sharé of the burden, 
We cannot pay it and there is no, 
use,in teasing ourselves about the’ 
matter. I think it is time to face 
facts as they are, regardless of 
whether they look good or not. We | 
have been kidding ourselves along: 
for several years hoping that we 
might find a way out, but we do 
not find it, and there seems to be 
no hope left of finding it. It might 
be best to follow the old settlers’ 
remedy of removing a thorn, and 
that was to allow it to “rot out”

War Veterans’ Problems 


Not since the period of the World 
War has the Red Cross faced a 
greater problem in handling the 
claims of World War and other vet- 
erans. Due to the changes in the 
regulations covering veterans’ 
claimé, chapters all over the nation 
haye been crowded with veteran 
applicants for relief and for service 
in preparing appeals. During last 
year Red Cross home service work- 
ers in 3,268 chapters dealt with the 
problems of 411,124 ex-service men 
or their families. The chapters also 
aided 7,346 men still in the regular 
army, navy and marine corps. 


Safeguarding Public Health 


The Red Cross reports that 693 
nurses are employed by 428 of its 
chapters in public health nursing. 
During the past year Red Cross 
nurses made 1,234,000 nursing visits, 
other than to schools, and also in- 
spected 633,000 children in schools. 
Nursing at the bedside of the sick, 
unemployed, or other needy is a 
major part of their work. The Public 
Health Nursing Service of the Red 
Cross also directs the teaching of 
classes in Home Hygiene and Care 
of the Sick, This course was taught 
to 53,000 persons during last year. 


An Army of Children 


The membership in the Junior Red 
Cross last year was 6,629,866 boys 
and girls in schools, private, public 
and parochial.

Tornado Is Most Frequent 
Disaster; Causes Heavy 
Loss of Lives 


What type of disaster occurs 
most frequently in the United 
States? 

This question is answered from 
the relief annals of the American 
Red Cross, which show over a 
period of years that the tornado, 
or cyclone as it is called in some 
sections, is the most frequent 
and claims a heavy toll of life. 
It swoops almost without warn- 
ing, and in the terrific whirlpool 
of its fierce winds it destroys all 
in its path. 

The Red Cross gave relief in 
44 tornadoes in eighteen states 
last year. The tornadoes killed 
326 persons, injured 2,755 and the 
Red Cross gave aid to 21,738 who 
were homeless, injured or other- 
wise victims of the storms. 


Prepared to Save Lives 


One of the most valuable services 
given to the American public by the 
Red Cross is through its Life Sav- 
ing and First Aid courses. Virtually 
all of the life guards at beaches and 
pools in the nation are Red Cross 
life savers. Nearly every industry 
in America supports the First Aid 
work of the Red Crosz because it an- 
nually saves lives of thousands of 
injured persons. These courses are 
taught by Red Cross experts in both 
lines, Last year 66,354 certificates 
were issued to persons completing 
the First Aid course and 78,795 cer- | 
tificates for completing Life Saving 
instruction. 


Toll of the Earthquake

I have had several inquiries late- 
ly about how to make soybean milk 
but I have not been able to an- 
swer them, as I did not have the 
recipe.

I’m having a great many inquir- 
ies about the depression and most 
folks want to know, above all 
other things, when it will end. I’m 
hot a prophet, neither am I wise 
or smart, but T believe IT know that 
the depression is not about to come 
to an end. It seems to me that 
we are now in the midst of it. 


Many good things have been done 
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to pay the interest, There is only 
about six billion dollars in cireu 
lation, while it takes about nine 
billion dollars annually to pay the 
interest on our debts. How ean 
we work it out? The holders of 
securities are losing daily through 
foreclosures, the big corporations 
are failing, and things are gradu- 
ally settling down, but we are not 
near the bottom yet. No one be- 
lieves in the repudiation of debts 
but we must live to see debts can- 
celled off by failures and losses. I 
believe in the payment of all debts 
but it sometimes happens that men 
cannot pay. I believe in living up 
to your contracts to pay interest, 
but it might be better to get the 
principal than to get nothing at all. 
If the President would declare 
that an emergency exists and that 
all interest on old debts made be- 
fore 1982 cannot be collected, call 
Congress together for the submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment 
to that end, the depression would 
be over in thirty days. I mean 
that things would be getting bet- 
ter permanently. Unless this is 
done, I see no way out of our pres- 
ent situation and we must wait 
for the matter to remedy itself by 
a continuation of failures until the 
load has been removed from the 
shoulders of our people, Under 
our present load, each family must 
pay an average of $1,000.00 per 
year for interest and taxes, or each 
person an average of $200.00 an- 
nually, as his sharé of the burden, 
We cannot pay it and there is no, 
use,in teasing ourselves about the’ 
matter. I think it is time to face 
facts as they are, regardless of 
whether they look good or not. We | 
have been kidding ourselves along: 
for several years hoping that we 
might find a way out, but we do 
not find it, and there seems to be 
no hope left of finding it. It might 
be best to follow the old settlers’ 
remedy of removing a thorn, and 
that was to allow it to “rot out” 
instead of taking it out with a

Are we going to | 
sit idly by for the remainder of 
our lives and allow this situation 
to “rot out?” If it would do any 
good we might justify the course, 
but it will not do good as the prin- } 
cipal will also be lost if something’ | 
is not done.

I want it to pass during my life 
time. I would like to live a few 
more years after the depression js 
over and I realize that something 
must be done now or it will be too 
late for a lot of us, Unless the in- | 
terest on these old debts is stopped | 
the lender will lose both principal | 
and interest and I believe it best 
for all that he save the principal 
and that the borrower be relieved 
of the interest, A reasonable 
length of time could be given for 
the payment of the principal and 
all new debts should bear interest 
as if nothing had happened,

War Veterans’ Problems 


Not since the period of the World 
War has the Red Cross faced a 
greater problem in handling the 
claims of World War and other vet- 
erans. Due to the changes in the 
regulations covering veterans’ 
claimé, chapters all over the nation 
haye been crowded with veteran 
applicants for relief and for service 
in preparing appeals. During last 
year Red Cross home service work- 
ers in 3,268 chapters dealt with the 
problems of 411,124 ex-service men 
or their families. The chapters also 
aided 7,346 men still in the regular 
army, navy and marine corps. 


Safeguarding Public Health 


The Red Cross reports that 693 
nurses are employed by 428 of its 
chapters in public health nursing. 
During the past year Red Cross 
nurses made 1,234,000 nursing visits, 
other than to schools, and also in- 
spected 633,000 children in schools. 
Nursing at the bedside of the sick, 
unemployed, or other needy is a 
major part of their work. The Public 
Health Nursing Service of the Red 
Cross also directs the teaching of 
classes in Home Hygiene and Care 
of the Sick, This course was taught 
to 53,000 persons during last year. 


An Army of Children 


The membership in the Junior Red 
Cross last year was 6,629,866 boys 
and girls in schools, private, public 
and parochial. They enjoyed vol- 
unteer work in hospitals and for or- 
phans, the aged and crippled, and 
also aided their schoolfellows by 
providing attention for their eyes, 
purchasing their glasses, and giving 
many other types of service to them. 
The Juniors aid their school work 
by carrying on correspondence and 
the exchange of portfolios with 
school children in other nations,

Tornado Is Most Frequent 
Disaster; Causes Heavy 
Loss of Lives 


What type of disaster occurs 
most frequently in the United 
States? 

This question is answered from 
the relief annals of the American 
Red Cross, which show over a 
period of years that the tornado, 
or cyclone as it is called in some 
sections, is the most frequent 
and claims a heavy toll of life. 
It swoops almost without warn- 
ing, and in the terrific whirlpool 
of its fierce winds it destroys all 
in its path. 

The Red Cross gave relief in 
44 tornadoes in eighteen states 
last year. The tornadoes killed 
326 persons, injured 2,755 and the 
Red Cross gave aid to 21,738 who 
were homeless, injured or other- 
wise victims of the storms. 


Prepared to Save Lives 


One of the most valuable services 
given to the American public by the 
Red Cross is through its Life Sav- 
ing and First Aid courses. Virtually 
all of the life guards at beaches and 
pools in the nation are Red Cross 
life savers. Nearly every industry 
in America supports the First Aid 
work of the Red Crosz because it an- 
nually saves lives of thousands of 
injured persons. These courses are 
taught by Red Cross experts in both 
lines, Last year 66,354 certificates 
were issued to persons completing 
the First Aid course and 78,795 cer- | 
tificates for completing Life Saving 
instruction. 


Toll of the Earthquake

Editor Bryan Tells 
Of Visit To Iowa 
And Des Moines 


In our article last week we at- 
tempted to tell our readers some- 
thing about the general appearance 
of Iowa farms, or at least that 
section which we visited, and this 
week we shall endeavor to write 
more along the same line, in ad- 
dition to giving some other more 
or less interesting sidelights. 

* * * 

First we want to tell you some- 
thing about the City of Des Moines, 
the capital of the State. The pop- 
ulation is approximately 150,000, 
and while we visited many places 
that are larger, none impressed us 
more. The residential section is 
one of the prettiest the writer ever | 
saw. Throughout the entire area 
may be seen modern homes, sur- 
rounded by beautiful lawns, flow- 
er gardens, shrubbery and trees in 
abundance. The natural beauty of 
the land is preserved in a won- 
derful way, At the time we were 
there the cold weather had destroy- 
ed many of the flowers, but the 
beauty of the trees with their 
varying colors of leaves made a} 
wonderful scene, They have fine 
schools, fine church buildings, and 
in the business district are to be 
found modern and up-to-date shops 


and stores of every kind. 
* * * 


There are forty-six parks in the 
City of Des Moines covering an 
area of 900 acres. All of these 
parks are well kept and during the 
summer much effort is devoted to 
the growing of flowers. These parks 
furnish ample space for recreation 
during warm weather for the pop- 
ulation of the city. Many amuse- 
ments are provided. 

* + * 
‘ Des Moines is the largest city in 
the State and is situated near the 
geographical center, with nineteen 
railroad lines radiating out in ev- 
ery direction. In 1981 there were 
over 8,300 miles of paved road in 


the State and practically every 
large city in the State can be 
reached by these hard* surfaced 


roads. Des Moines leads Iowa in 
manufacturing, wholesaling, .re- 
tailing, banking and insurance, as 
well as being the governmental 
center of the State.

Quoting further from the statis- 
tics of 1931, we find: although Des 
Moines is the 48th city in size, it 
ranks 15th as a market in the 
United States, There were 862

Federal Control 
Of All Farms Is 


Now Foreseen 


CHICAGO.—Seeretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace envisioned Mon- 
day the complete control, acre by 
acre, of all America’s farm land 
with only rich soil used for farm- 
ing and the remainder devoted to 
forests, recreation, residence, and 
the like, 

“The things which this adminis- 
tration has done thus far in 1938 
may seem spectacular, but they are 
only. a faint foreshadowing of 
some of the things which will ul- 
timately be nece y before the 
United States has finally made for 
herself her new true place in the 
family of nations,’’ Wallace said. 

The secretary of agriculture ad- 
dressed the Association of Land 
Grant Colleges and Universities, 
another speech in his series through 
the corn belt explaining the ob- 
jectives and the workings of fed- 
era! farm aid, 

Admitting there had been errors 
in the farm recovery program, | 
Wallace said he was encouraged 
that “so many millions of people, 
in spite of the malcontents, are be- 
ginning to get the feeling of a com- 
mon goal voluntarily and jntelli- 
gently approached, He predicted 
next year’s acreage of harvest 
crops would be perhaps 35,000,000 
acres under recent years. 

He said reduction of ‘key’ 
crops, corn, cotton and wheat, 
might threaten to make overpro- 
duction in other lines, such as live- 
stock, and said the farm program 
must be farreaching because of 
that fact.
